The im* 
proving of ventilation and sanitation, 
at a cost of $10,000, is not a serious 
item. He believes the estimates could 
be cut from $38,000 to $28.000 by cut- 
ting1 out the ventilating item. He be- 
lieved the fire gongs at a cost of ?40UO 
are necessary t while the fire escapes 
at a cost* of J7GOQ are an absolute ne- 
cessity.

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TO VINDICATE LOWELL 


The city of J^ovvell is under a cloud 


as a result of General Hodge's action 
in barring soldiers of Camp Devcns 
from Lowell because of the alleged 
silo of drink to the men on their visits 
here. 


Whether the 
general's action is 


based on facts or camouflage, it comes 
back to our jiolice department and 
its efficacy as a body for the enforce- 
ment not only of the liquor laws but 
at all other laws. 


It is true that some unscrupulous 


persons, chiefly aJien enemies, have 
surreptitiously planned to find liquor 
and pass it to tlie soldiers. 


It is because this has !>een done 


to some extent with impunity in our 
city that we now advert to the police 
department and its work. 


Unfortunately a few years ago the 


police department became badly dis- 
rupted by politics. It was split into 
rival camps and tlie men were fa- 
ired or dispised by certain o£ their 
superior officers 
according as 
thej 


Bided with one or other of two can- 
didates. Even if they kept 
strictly 


neutral their position was construc- 
tively displeasing to their superiors. 


The effects of that plague of politics 


hare not yet been fully overcome and 
it still works to prevent the harmo- 
nious co-operation 
between 
officers 


.and men that is necessary to secure 
the best results. 


As an outcome of this state of affairs, 


we have the work of enforcing, the 
liquor laws and suppressing vice as- 
signed to a number of officers under 
the control of a special officer who is 
entirely independent of the superin- 
tendent of police. Thus a very impor- 
tant function of the entire police de- 
partment is set aside and placed in 
charge of a few men instead of being 
laid upon the whole department With 
full responsibility 
centering on 
the 


superintendent of police. 


So far as we have been able to de- 


termine, there are 
no such 
wheels 


within wheels in the police department 
of other large cities; and under pres- 
ent conditions, the anomaly should not 
exist in Lowell. 


While we pay a superintendent 
of 


police he should be given the authority 
to enforce the laws and should be held 
strictly responsible for results.. Then 
if he fails to do his duty properly, re- 
gardless of his personal

with the approval of His Honor, the 
mayor, as

safety, might determine.

department is unable to cope with 
local conditions and an admission also 
that the false charges made relative 
to these conditions are true. There is 
no need of a vigilance committee if 
the police department be utilized as it 
should be to enforce 
the law.

should have some police authority in 
Lowell capable of defending her good 
name against 
attacks calculated 
to 


lead outsiders to believe that Lowell 
is a city given over to riot and dis- 
order. 
Nothing can be farther from

GIVE YOUNG MEN A CHANCE 
The present city charter bars the 


young men from office

mayor. The young men arc not the 
only ones barred. 
If the most capable 


business man in Lowell were to run 
for commissioner, he would not have 
the. ghost of a chance unless he built 
up :t political machine, opened cam- 
paign headquarters and went out on 
tiic street corners to advocate his own 
election.

„„„„.„. chiefly alien enemies, have 
surreptitiously planned to find liquor 
and pass it to the soldiers. 


It is because this has been done 


to some extent with impunity in our 
city that we now advert to the police 
department and its work. 


Unfortunately a tew years ago the 


police department became badly dis- 
rupted by politics. It was split into 
rival camps and the men were fa- 
vored or dispised by certain of their 
superior officers 
according as 
they 


sided with one or other of two can- 
didates. Even if they kept strictly 
neutral their position was 
construc- 


tively displeasing to their superiors. 


The effects of that plague of politics 


have not yet been fully overcome, and 
it still works to prevent the harmo- 
nious co-operation 
between 
officers 


and men that is necessary to secure 
the best results. 


As an outcome of this state of affairs, 


we have the work, of enforcing the 
liquor laws and suppressing vice as- 
signed to a number of officers under 
the control of a special officer -who is 
entirely'independent of the superin- 
tendent of police. Thiis a very impor- 
tant function of the entire police de- 
partment is se.t aside and placed in 
charge of a few men instead of being 
lajd upon the whole department, with 
full responsibility centering on the 
.superintendent of police. 


So far as we have been able to de- 


termine, there are 
no such wheels 


within wheels in the police department 
of other large cities; and under pres- 
ent conditions, the anomaly should not 
exist in Lowell, 
, 


While We pay a superintendent of 


police he should be given the authority 
to enforce the laws and should be held 
strictly responsible for results. 
Then 


if he fails to do his duty properly, re- 
gardless Q£ his personal 
whims, his 


likes or dislikes, he should be removed 
to give place to a man who would get 
the results. 


Our city is slandered by sensation- 


alists and fanatics and under present 
conditions when false charges are 
made or when a stigma is cast upon 
the good na.mn of our city, if we ask 
the superintendent of police as to the 
cause,'he will say it is not up to him. 
This duty was taken out of his hands. 
If 
we seek 
light 
from 
the head 


of the liquor 
and 
vice 
squads, 


he can say that his men have done 
certain things and that they cannot 
cover the entire city. But we have a 
police department big enough to en- 
force all laws in every part of the city. 
Why don't they do it? 


Simply because the system now in 


force is wrong and because a small 
number of men is held responsible for 
the work that should properly engage 
the earnest attention and vigilance ol 
all the men as the superintendent, 
with the approval of His Honor, the 
mayor, as 
commissioner 
of 
public 


safety, might determine. 


There has been -some talk of a vigil- 


ance committee of citizens to 
deal 


with 
the soldier question. 
That 


would be an admission that our police 
department is unable to cope with 
local conditions and an admission also 
that the false charges made relative 
to these conditions are true. There is 
no need of a vigilance committee if 
the police department be utilized as it 
should be to enforce the law. We 
should have some police authority 
Lowell capable of defending her good 
name against attacks 
calculated to 


load oulsiders to believe that Lowell 
is a city given over to riot and dis- 
order. 
Nothing can be farther from 


the truth. 


duty. At the present time the heads of 
departments in some cases have very 


ttle to say about the management of 
heir respective departments. 
Their 


duties are assumed by the several 
commissioners, few of whom have any 
jractical knowledge of the business. 


But it is useless to dilate upon the
